East Liv er 
pool and other cities, 
Stephen S. Conroy was toastm aster 
Senator F oraker responded 
to

toast, ‘‘The Republican P arty.” 
H e 
rem arked th a t he cam e at consldera 
hie inconv enience, but was glad to be 
present. 
His address 
dealt 
with 
national 
questions from Lincoln to McKinley 
paying an eloquent tribute 
to the 
m em ory and greatness of both these 
m artyr presidents.

son, calm, serene, absolutely without 
self-consciousness: and these, with a 
clear head, a sound judgment, and an 
honest heart, sufficed to carry a moun­ 
tain of responsibility. 
‘‘He is a subject always old yet ev er 
new. 
He is a fathomless depth and 
an infinitely sided character. 
Ev ery 
sounding discloses new depths, ev ery 
v iew adds new light. 
The deeper the 
sounding the more beautiful the thing 
disclosed: the more careful and dis­ 
crim inating the v iew the more sub­ 
lim e and bewildering the light. 
‘‘How 
inspiring, 
how 
ennobling, 
how uplifting is the character of Lin­ 
coln, 
How marv elous, indeed, was he. 
H ere was a man, sprung from lowly 
origin, without training in the a rt of 
diplomacy or of social functions, who 
yet showed himself to be m aster of 
all—especially the m aster of 
those 
who were pastm asters In diplomacy 
and polite literature. 
‘‘His strength and courage 
were 
nev er more apparent than in respect 
to the proclamation of emancipation, 
ft seems to m ark the moral zenith of 
the great com m oner’s career.

The chief orators, Senator Foraker 
and Hon. R. W. Tayler, arrived dur­ 
ing the afternoon and were given a 
reception at the Tod house. Soon aft­ 
e r the Sebring brothers, with a dele­ 
gation from that pottery town, 
ar­ 
rived on a special train, followed by 
delegations from W arren. East Liver­ 
pool and other cities. 
Stephen S. Conroy was toastm aster. 
Senator Foraker responded 
to 
the 
toast, “The Republican Party.’* 
He 
rem arked that he came at considera­ 
ble inconvenience, but was glad to be 
present. 
His address 
dealt 
with 
national 
questions from Lincoln to McKinley, 
paying an eloquent tribute 
to the 
memory and greatness of both these 
m artyr presidents. Speaking of 
the 
Philippines he said we would stay 
there till the civil government 
was 
supreme. • 
R. M. W anamaker, of Akron, spoke 
on th e “G reat American Trium virate” 
—W ashington, Lincoln and McKinley, 
and Congressman R. W. Tayler spoke 
on Lincoln’s life and its lessons. 
He 
said in part: 
“Because we do not live in a ro­ 
m antic age, we live in an idoi-smash- 
ing age. 
This of itself is perhaps 
commendable. 
Unworthy objects of 
public adoration are falling one by 
one from the 
pedestals upon which 
an unthinking and too susceptible age 
has put them ; but our success in thus 
felling the bogus gods of our ancestors 
has a most vicious tendency. 
“No man ever lived who more rich­ 
ly deserves the title of patriot than 
Lincoln. 
Innumerable are the instan­ 
ces where he exhibited his desire to 
sacrifice himself, if, by so doing, his 
great purpose 
to save 
the 
union 
m ight be advanced. He was nature’s 
son, calm, serene, absolutely without 
self-consciousness; and these, with a 
clear head, a sound judgment, and an 
honest heart, sufficed to carry a moun­ 
tain of responsibility. 
“He is a subject always old yet ever 
new. He is a fathomless depth and 
an Infinitely sided character. 
Every 
sounding discloses new depths, every 
view adds new light. The deeper the 
sounding the more beautiful the thing 
disclosed; the more careful and dis­ 
crim inating the view the more sub­ 
lim e and bewildering the light. 
"How 
inspiring, 
how 
ennobliug, 
how uplifting 19 the character of Lin­ 
coln. How marvelous, Indeed, was he. 
H ere was a man, sprung from lowly 
origin, without training in the art of 
diplomacy or of social functions, who 
yet showed himself to he m aster of 
all—especially the m aster of 
those 
who were paym asters in diplomacy 
and polite literature. 
“His strength and courage 
were 
never more apparent than in respect 
to the proclamation of emancipation. 
It seems to mark the moral zenith of 
the great commoner’s career. 
“I wonder 
what 
Lincoln 
would 
thing, and what he would say if he 
were among us at this hour. 
When 
we consider w hat he was and what 
he lived for we must hide our heads 
In very shame. 
The negro has, it is 
true, progressed much in the last 30 
years, hut is he where Lincoln meant 
him to be** The fruits of his emanci­ 
pation have fallen far short of 
his 
and our just expectations. The south­ 
ern Democracy, by vicious constitu­ 
tional provisions, is gradually robbing

It is needless to sail that any 
party which plants itself on such a 
platform, and calls itself Republican 
is flying a pirate’s flag, and is enti­ 
tled to no quarter from a party whose 
corner-stone is embedded in an Im­ 
perishable foundation of equal civil 
and political rights, whatever may be 
the color of a m an’s skin.

The child was seated before a parlor 
gas stove, which stands directly 
be­ 
neath the mantel. 
Mrs. 
Pope 
ap­ 
proached the mantel for the purpose 
of securing some needed article, and 
while 
bonding over the stove, acci­ 
dentally dislodged a large vial of al­ 
cohol. 
The cork of the bottle came 
out when It hit the floor, falling be­ 
tween the stove and the child. 
The 
liquid spilled upon the garm ents of 
m other and child, 
and 
immediately 
Ignited. 
Both 
were 
enveloped 
iii 
flames in an instant and their cries 
were mingled with the noise of the 
burning clothing and mantel drapery. 
Mr. Pope, attracted by the outcry, 
hastened to the scene and, though al­ 
most paralyzed with fear for the safe­ 
ty of tho endangered ones, succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames. 
Mrs. Pope was badly burned about 
the lower limbs, while the child fared 
worse.

had burn on one leg, extending from 
the knee to the waist, and It Is thought 
she Inhaled some of tho flames.

said in part: 
“Because we do not live in a ro­ 
mantic age. we live in an idol-smash­ 
ing age. 
This of itself is perhaps 
commendable. 
Unworthy objects of 
public adoration are falling one by 
one from the 
pedestals upon which 
an unthinking and too susceptible age 
has put them; but our success in thus 
felling the bogus gods of our ancestors 
has a most vicious tendency. 
“No man ever lived who more rich­ 
ly deserves the title of patriot than 
Lincoln. 
Innumerable are the instan­ 
ces where he exhibited his desire to 
sacrifice himself, if. by so doing, his 
great purpose 
to save 
the 
union 
might be advanced. He was nature's 
son, calm, serene, absolutely without 
self-consciousness; and these, with a 
clear head, a sound judgment, and an 
honest heart, sufficed to carry a moun­ 
tain of responsibility. 
“He is a subject always old yet ever 
new. He is a fathomless depth and 
an Infinitely sided character. 
Every 
sounding discloses new depths, every 
view adds new light. The deeper the 
sounding the more beautiful the thing 
disclosed; the more careful and dis­ 
criminating the view the more sub­ 
lime and bewildering the light. 
“How 
inspiring, 
how 
ennobling, 
how uplifting is the character of Lin­ 
coln. How marvelous, indeed, was he. 
Here was a man, sprung from lowly 
origin, without training in the art of 
diplomacy or of social functions, who 
yet showed himself to he master of 
all—especially the master of 
those 
who were pastmasters in diplomacy 
and polite literature. 
“His strength and courage 
were 
never more apparent than in respect 
to the proclamation of emancipation, 
ft seems to mark the moral zenith of 
the groat commoner’s career. 
“I wonder 
what 
Lincoln 
would 
thing, and what he would say if he 
w’ere among us at this hour. 
When 
we consider what he was and what 
he lived for we must hide our heads 
in very shame. 
The negro has, it is 
true, progressed much in the last 30 
years, but is he where Lincoln meant 
him to be** 
The fruits of his emanci­ 
pation have fallen far short of 
his 
and our just expectations. The south­ 
ern Democracy, by vicious constitu­ 
tional provisions, is gradually robbing 


gro. 
It is needless to sail that any 
party which plants itself on such a 
platform, and calls itself Republican 
is flying a pirate’s flag, and is enti­ 
tled to no quarter from a party whose 
corner-stone is embedded in an im­ 
perishable foundation of equal civil 
and political rights, whatever may be 
tho color of a man's skin. 
"O Lincoln, blessed 
the 
country 
that owns your name and fame! You 
builded better than you knew. 
You 
not 
only freed three million slaves 
you broke the shackles from all the 
world, and taught all men how to be 
free and 
how to govern. 
Peace 
to 
your ashes and eternal honor to your 
name!"

poses a tax of IO cents per pound on 
oleo made in imitation of “butter of 
any shade 
of 
yellow.”

duced to one-fourth of I cent 
per 
pound. 
The second section is intend 
ed to prevent dealers, hotel proprie­ 
tors, restaurant and boarding house 
keepers from coloring the uncolored 
article, by making any person who 
colors the product and then sells or 
furnishes it to others a manufacturer 
within the meaning of the act.

alties for violation of the act are a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more 
than $500, and imprisonment for not 
less than 30 days nor more than six 
months.

notwithstanding that it may lie intro­ 
duced ^ in original packages, and im­ 
poses a tax of JO cents per pound on 
oleo made in imitation of “butter of

The second section is Intend 
ed to prevent dealers, hotel proprie­ 
tors, restaurant and boarding house 
keepers from coloring the uncolored 
article, by making any person who 
colors the product and then sells or 
furnishes it to others a manufacturer 
within the meaning of the act.
